RHODES ELECTS 

All Scholarship Competitors 
Are to Appear Refore 
Committeemen On 
December 10 



PETITIONS DUE OCT. 22 

8tate elections for candidate com- 
peting for this year's Rhodes Schol- 
arship will be held December 10. 
At this time eligible candidates for 
the scholaship, tenable at the Uni- 
versity of Oxford, will be selected 
by state committeemen. 

Later candidates will appear be- 
fore the district committee. This 
group selects 12 of the candidates 
appearing before it, the best four 
to represent their states at Oxford. 

The 48 states are divided Into 
eight districts of six states each. 
Each state committeeman may 
nominate two men to appear before 
the district committee. An ap- 
pointment is made for two years In 
the first Instance, but a scholar may 
remain for a third year upon pres- 
entation of a plan of study for that 
period satisfactory to his college 
and to the Rhodes trustees. A 
Rhodes scholar may either postpone 
his third year, returning to OrJord 
for it after a period of work in the 
United States, or. In a special case, 
may spend his third year in post- 
graduate work in some other uni- 
verstly in Oreat Britlan or on the 
continent of Europe. 

Applications are due not later 
than October 22, and must be sent 
to the secretary of the state com- 
mittee. Colleges and universities 
will select their candidates before 
October 15. Rhodes scholars elect- 
ed In December, 1932, will enter Ox- 
ford In October, 1933. 

Some eligibility rules for those 
desirous of becoming a candidate 
for a Rhodes scholarship are that 
the candidate be a male citizen of 
the United States and unmarried: 
that he shall be between the ages 
of 19 and 22, and that he shall 
have completed at least his soph- 
omore year at college. A candidate 
may apply either in the state in 
which he resides or in the one In 
which he has received at least two 
years of his college work.

Wildcats' goal to wtn a spectacular 
game 13-0, Saturday in the Duke 
stadium. 

Only the sweet smile of the gods 
of fortune saved the DevlLs from a 
terrific shellacking at the hands of 
the Blue Orass team as they out- 
gained, out-played and out-fought 
the Wade-coached team In every 
department except tackling. For 
only a few moments were they best- 
ed there. The Big Blue piled up 
12 first downs to six for the win- 
ners, gained 2B9 yards while their 
opponents were able to gain but 
140 yards all afternoon. Kentucky 
was able to gain at will in mldfleld. 
but was helpless when in scoring 
distance. 

Throwing their usual conservative 
game to the winds, the Cats tossed 
pass after pass and completed 14 
of the 21 aerial thrusts they tried, 
which Is a mark for other teams to 
shoot at. Twice in the opening 
quarter the 'Cats drove down to the 
seven yard line, and again went to 
the three-yard stripe only to be de- 
nied the score when the Duke de- 
fense tightened and took the ball 
on downs. Darby was clear on the 
three-yard line as he took Johnson's 
pass, but was forced out of bounds 
by a Duke player. 

Duke here staged a drive that 
carried to the four-yard line, but 
their pass over the goal was bat- 
ted down by "Cuzey" Foster. "Bo" 
Meyers, who replaced Johnson, got 
off a short punt early In the second 
quarter and Duke started their 
drive. 

Two plays through the line net- 
ted a two-yard setback and then 
on the last down Laney tossed a 
pass to Abbott for a first down on 
the 21 yard line. Three tries at 
the line were short of a first down 
on the Blue and White's 15-yard 
line. Laney slapped a pass right 
over the line and Rossiter took It 
over the goal line for the first Duke 
score. Cornelius' try for extra point 
was low and bounced back onto the 
field. The half ended with the ball 
in the posseession of the 'Cats in 
mldfleld. 

The third quarter opened with an 
exchange of punts which resulted 
In little gain for either team. Ken- 
tucky, taking the ball on the Duke 
48-yard line, smashed its way to the 
five-yard line where on fourth down 
and with five yards to go. Johnson's 
pass to Rupert was Juggled by Joe 
a yard from the promised land.

Oct. 23— "Grati- 
tude wells up in me when I see the 
freedom which the Jewish children 
In this country enjoy. Compared 
with my childhood, even the poor 
children have their needs well sup- 
plied. They can go to school, and 
opportunities for their parents to 
earn a livelihood far surpass those 
existing In Europe when I was a 
child." So spoke Solomon Levitan, 
State Treasurer of Wisconsin, ad- 
dressing student members of Hlllel 
Foundation. 

"My mother wanted me to be a 
Rabbi, so I was sent to the Rab- 
binical Seminaries at Kovno and 
Slabotka. Lithuania. There were 
no comfortable dormitories in these 
schools. Instead, the students slept 
in the Seminary. Our beds were 
the benches with straw for mat- 
tresses, and our overcoats for cover- 
ing. Our food was provided by the 
good people who were able to don- 
ate food for one day a week, one 
man would provide us with food on 
Sunday, another one on Tuesday 
and so on through out. If we were 
not so fortunate as to be provided 
with food every day in the week, 
we had to be content with having 
meals three or four days of the 
week. 

"In 1880 a pogrom broke out In 
Crimea, during which I saved the 
life of my employer, and his grati- 
tude to me. he offered me as a 
reward a modern education or a 
ticket to America. I chose the tic- 
ket to America and got an educa- 
tion in the school of hard knocks 
after I arrived. 

"I wonder if the Americans them- 
selves love their country as do some 
of us who have found it a haven 
from the oppression of old country 
prejudices and poverty. After I 
landed in Baltimore, I found work 
on a street paving Job. receiving 
five shillings a day. and when my 
wages increased to $1 a day. I 
thought I was surely on the road 
to wealth. It was not long before 
I had saved enough to buy a ped- 
dler's stock and began selling my 
wares to Pennsylvania farmers. I 
shall never forget the kindness of 
those farmers. 

"The overwhelming majority by 
which I was elected for the office 
of 8tate Treasurer for five terms In 
succession. Is Indicative of Wiscon- 
sin's freedom from racial preju- 
dice. My observation for the 52 
years I have lived In this country 
has been that preludice is more 
Individual than racial. Our race is 
well represented In this country In 
statesmanship as governors, su- 
nn me court iudges and other Ju- 
diciary positions. In the Navy and 
Army in medical, le^ai. musical and 
educational lines. 

"In our unlversltv I have known 
President Adams. President Van 
Hlse, President Rime and your own 
President Olen Frank, and I mo.-t 
sincerely say that everv student, re- 
■HrtlleMi "f nice or nationality who 
is worthy and capable will receive 
equal recoRnltlon for merit. 

Mv message to you tonight is 
that If you enter Into the true 
American spirit of square dealing 
belli;* modest in your success and 
inmageo'is In your failures, that 
vou will be received with the same 
spirit of good fellowship that Is

FOR WRITERS WHOSE WORKS 
ARE PRINTED 
MANUAL OF TYPOGRAPHY, by 
Victor It. Portmann. Edwards 
Brothers, Inc., Ann Arbor. 1932. 
$1.75. 

A pioneer in the field, Professor 
Portmann seeks to present a hand- 
book written expressly for "college 
students and newspaper workers." 
He succeeds in doing more than 
that; he presents a work useful to 
everyone who at some time hopes 
to see his writings reproduced from 
manuscript to the printed page. 

Manual of Typography will enable 
authors to escape pitfalls and dis- 
appointments of typography and to 
advantage themselves of its fullest 
and most desirable possibilities. Un- 
less they have enough personal In- 
terest in the technics of printing 
to knowledge themselves of it, 
neither embryo writers nor success- 
ful authors deriving a livelihood 
from the efforts of their pens have 
occasion to learn the mechanics of 
the printed page to which their cre- 
ations must be adopted. Because 
of their lack of knowledge and con- 
sequent breech of manuscript adap- 
tation authors often are disappoint- 
ed: 

"Why did this paragraph not ap- 
pear on the page indicated?", "Why 
was a title changed here, a phrase 
shortened there?"— these questions 
often asked by authors seeing their 
work in print are explained by Pro- 
fessor Portmann: 

Too many men today, working 
In the editorial division of a news- 
paper, know little, or nothing, 
about type or printing in general. 
This has led to many mistakes 
of omission and commission on 
the part of the editor or reporter 
which can be corrected only at 
the expense of much time and 
labor in the mechanical depart- 
ment. It sometimes takes hours 
to make corrections in the me- 
chanical plant which would never 
have happened if the one who 
gave the directions had a knowl- 
edge of printing. 

And his references to the reporter 
and the newspaper might well be 
taken to heart by all authors and 
publishers. 

Although treating of a technical 
subject, the book Is not at all tech- 
nical. Its explanations are clear- 
cut, suited to the layman's vocabu- 
lary, and In many Instances, illus- 
trated Herein the few similar works 
written upon the subject have fail- 
ed. Explanations have been Involv- 
ed or boresome ; their treatment, 
technical or Impracticable. Pro- 
fessor Portmann has avoided the 
failures of his predecessors He 
does not attempt to be through oth- 
er than in the essentials. 

Professor Portmann's work deals 
both with the history of type and 
with its modern developments and 
applications. He successively treats 
of proofreading, copyreadlng. head- 
line writing, type styles, type mea- 
surements, and Its mechanical limi- 
tations and possibilities. 

In all, Man— I of Typography Is 
not only a work whose selection and 
handling of material Is practicable 
but also one the knowledge of

Darby played 
like a fiend, but the team lacked 
that something which is necessary 
for a score. In the forewall. Cap-

Seale stalled off all the Duke ad- 
vances, so It was not through the 
center of the line that the Devils 
made their scores. "Smokev" Joe 
Rupert, the 'Cats bid for All-South- 
ern and All-American honors at 
end, aided by "Dutch" Kreuter, 
played a fine game. Both Kentuc- 
kians were down under punts and 
stopped all advances around the 
flanks.

Students Vote 
InQu< 

Questions Relative To Social 
and Extra-Currinilar Ac- 
tivities Propounded 

During the first term of the 
summer session of 1932. a question- 
naire was submitted to the students 
to determine their viewpoints re- 
garding certain features of the sum- 
mer schools and to discover any 
suggestions they might have for im- 
provements. A part of this ques- 
tionnaire was Intended to And out 
their attitudes toward social or ex- 
tra-curricular activities carried on 
in connection with the school work. 

According to results of this sec- 
tion of the questionnaire tabulated 
by Dr. Jesse E. Adams, director of 
the summer session, the all-unlver- 
slty plonlc. given for the first time 
this summer, won Much universal 
favor with the students that 624 
of them voted that It be made an 
nnnual feature of the session, while 
only 86 voted against the proposal 

The arrangement of five days of 
entertainment grouped together, as 
in the case of the Chautauqua, as 
opposed to a reasonable amount of 
entertainments appearing at va- 
rious Intervals during the term, 
proved to be unpopular with 626 
students. One hundred thirty-four 
were in favor of continuing the 
Chautauqua plan. 

The students were also sounded 
on the question of the continuance 
of the Vesper program, and 639 
were found to believe that they 
should be a feature of next sum- 
mer's program; those opposed num- 
bered 65. 

Questioned as to the popularity 
of evening lectures given by special- 
ists in their respective fields, 702 
favored the suggestion and 46 dis- 
liked it. Of those who preferred 
that some of the lectures be of the 
entertainment type 625 voted yes, 
76 no. 

Six hundred students were of the 
opinion that one convocation in a 
period of every two weeks through 
the term was the correct proportion, 
while 159 believed it to be too few 
and 22 declared it to be too many.
